The  Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa,  through  its  recently-elected 
State  of  Israel  Bond  Chairman,  J.  C.  Horwitz,  Q.C.,  has  undertaken 
to  raise  $260,000  in  the  1960  Drive,  with  the  Yom  Kippur  Appeals 
in  the  Synagogues  as  the  highlight  of  the  Eighth  Annual  Campaign 
for  the  economic  development  of  Israel. 

The  higher  objective  represents  an  increase  of  10%  over  the 
actual  sales  of  Israel  Bonds  in  1959,  and  should  be  the  largest 
amount  subscribed  in  any  year  except  during  the  1953  campaign 
when  Israel  Bonds  were  first  introduced  to  Canada. 


In  announcing  Ottawa’s  pledge 
to  sell  more  than  a quarter  of  a 
million  dollars  in  Israel  Bonds  in 
the  next  two  months,  Mr.  Horwitz 
hailed  the  unanimous  approval  of 
his  committee,  as  well  as  the  con- 
currence of  the  representatives  of 
all  Synagogues  and  organizations, 
and  the  Women’s  Division  for  Is- 
rael Bonds,  all  of  whom  have 
adopted  quotas  in  keeping  with 
this  unprecedented  target. 

The  honorary  chairmen  of  this 
year’s  campaign  — Lawrence  Frei- 
man  and  Bertram  Loeb  are  taking 
an  active  part  in  the  program. 

In  addition  to  accepting  a goal 
of  $260,000  the  committee  adopted 
the  motto  “EVERY  JEWISH 
FAMILY  IN  OTTAWA  — AN  IS- 
RAEL BOND  HOLDER  IN  I960’’.

Usher  In  High  Holy  Days 
Wednesday  Eve  At  Sunset 

Wednesday  evening  at  sunset,  Jews  the  world  over  will  usher 
in  Rosh  Hashanah  and  will  mark  the  inception  of  the  Jewish  New 
Year  5721  in  a solemn  and  reverent  manner.  Rosh  Hashanah 
begins  the  Ten  Days  of  Penitence  which  culminate  in  the  fasting 
and  in  the  religious  services  of  Yom  Kippur,  the  Day  of  Atonement. 

This  year,  Rosh  Hashanah  begins  at  sundown  on  Wednesday 
evening,  September  2 1 and  ends  after  sundown  on  Friday,  Septem- 
ber 23.  The  Hebrew  calendar  records  the  beginning  of  the  Holy 
Day  as  the  first  of  Tishre,  5721.  Yom  Kippur  begins  at  sundown, 
Friday,  September  30  and  ends  after  sundown  on  Saturday,  Octo- 
ber 1 . 

Emphasizing  especially  man’s  ability  for  self-conquest  and 
for  return  to  the  path  of  salvation,  Rosh  Hashanah  also  proclaims 
God's  sovereignty  over  the  universe  and  the  lives  of  men  and 
nations.  It  is  during  this  “Day  of  Judgment”  when  the  Lord,  “like 
a shepherd  causes  the  souls  of  his  flock  to  pass  before  him,”  that 
all  men  are  urged  to  review  their  deeds  of  the  past  year  and  to 
pray  for  His  forgiveness.  This  message  gives  the  holiday  a unver- 
sal  motif.

Succoth  Observed 
October  6 to  14 

The  Festival  of  Succoth  begins 
on  the  evening  of  the  15th  day 
of  Tishre,  corresponding  this  year 
to  Wednesday  evening,  October  5. 
It  is  observed  for  nine  days  of 
which  the  first  two  and  last  two 
days  are  full  holidays  and  the  in- 
tervening days  half  holidays. 

Referred  to  also  as  the  Festival 
of  Booths  or  Tabernacles,  Succoth 
is  a reminder  of  the  forty  years 
wandering  of  the  children  of  Is- 
rael in  the  wilderness  after  then- 
deliverance  from  Egyptian  bond- 
age. During  that  time  they  were 
compelled  to  live  in  tents  or  build- 
ing booths  wherever  they  stopped. 

The  succah  or  booth  is  a little 
tabernacle  built  of  wood  or  can- 
vass and  is  covered  with  branches 
of  trees  and  plants  so  that  the 
heavens  and  the  stars  are  visible 
overhead. 

In  ancient  Palestine,  the  festival 
was  celebrated  by  giving  thanks 
to  the  Almighty  for  the  bounties 
of  the  land.  The  Pilgrim  Fathers 
in  America  after  they  had  gather- 
ed in  their  harvest  set  aside  a day 
which  they  called  Thanksgiving. 
Steeped  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
Bible  they  based  their  thanksgiving 
day  on  the  Festival  of  Succoth. 

The  eighth  day  of  the  festival 
(Thursday,  October  13)  is  called 
Shemini  Atzereth  (the  Eighth  Day 
of  Solemn  Assembly).  On  that  day 
the  Scroll  of  Ecclesiastes  is  read 
to  remind  people  of  the  transient 
character  of  life,  memorial  serv- 
ices for  the  departed  are  recited, 
and  a prayer  is  offered  so  that  the 
earth  may  produce  bountiful  crops 
next  year. 

The  ninth  day,  Simchat  Torah  is 
the  most  joyous  day  of  the  festival 
as  it  marks  the  annual  completion 
and  commencement  of  the  reading 
of  the  Law  in  the  Synagogue.

“ON  BEING  A ‘SOMEBODY’ 

IN  THE  NEW  YEAR” 

A teacher  will  often  cite  the 
case  of  a reliably  well-behaved 
child  who  will  quite  suddenly  be- 
come a conduct  problem  in  the 
classroom  and  in  being  generally 
mischievous.  The  explanation  of- 
fered will  usually  be  that  there 
was  a “new  addition”  in  the  young- 
ster’s household  wherein  the  baby 
was  now  the  centre  of  all  atten- 
tion and  focus  for  all  affection  and 
concern.  The  child  therefore  sud- 
denly feels  ignored  and  he  reacts 
in  the  only  way  he  can  — by  be- 
coming a discipline  problem  in  the 
classroom.  Let  us  remember  this 
psychological  truth,  that  a child 
would  rather  be  spanked  than  be 
ignored.  Even  children  don't  want 
to  be  a “nobody”.  They  too  crave 
to  be  recognized  and  accepted  as 
a “somebody”. 

This  inner  craving  is  as  ancient  as  Adam  and  as  modern 
as  the  latest  space  satellite.  We  see  it  all  around  us;  people 
joining  organizations,  wearing  badges,  seeking  office,  working 
for  invitations  — all  in  an  effort  to  seem  important.  Are 
there  not  times  when  people  will  be  driven  into  debt  simply 
because  they  wanted  to  “put  on  a show”  of  wealth  whether 
they  can  afford  it  or  not.  The  reason  ? . . . so  they  will  be 
considered  as  “somebodies”.  There  are  others  who  resort 
to  the  vicious  and  evil  practice  of  mud  slinging.  They  will 
besmirch  someone’s  character  with  delight  and  will  be  on 
the  lookout  only  for  other  people’s  faults,  frailties  and  short- 
comings. This  is  a cheap  and  degrading  practice  of  lifting 
oneself  into  being  a “somebody”  by  means  of  making  the 
other  fellow  a “nobody”.  You  will  find  still  others  who  will 
attempt  to  “make  an  impression”  on  other  people  by  inflating 
their  real  self.  They  will  constantly  be  telling  you  of  how 
busy  they  are  and  how  prominent  and  much  sought-after 
they  are  by  societies  and  organizations.  They  too  are  trying 
to  be  “somebodies”  by  making  others  believe  that  they  are 
what  they  are  not. 

A vain  and  pompous  professor  of  medicine  in  England 
posted  a notice  in  his  classroom  to  the  effect  that  “Professor 
so  and  so  has  the  honour  to  announce  that  he  has  been  ap- 
pointed physician  to  His  Majesty  the  King”.  One  of  the 
students  later  wrote  underneath  the  notice  — “God  Save  the 
King".  So  nobody  wants  to  be  a nobody  and  everyone  wants 
to  be  a somebody.  We  use  our  houses,  automobiles,  clothing 
and  possessions,  achievements,  as  outer  props  to  satisfy  our 
inner  craving  for  recognition  because  we  feel  insecure  and 
insignificant  within  the  naked  essence  of  our  being. 

We  would  be  well-advised  to  use  G-d’s  yardstick  in  the 
New  Year.  Every  person  on  earth  can  feel  important  if  one 
but  recognizes  that  it  is  in  his  and  in  her  power  to  be  one  of 
G-d's  somebodies.  For  just  as  no  two  people  in  the  world 
have  the  same  fingerprints,  so  too  has  Almighty  given  each 
person  special  and  distinctive  endowments  not  granted  to 
anyone  else.  To  be  a somebody  in  the  New  Year  means  to 
“yitain  trumat  hashem”  to  explore  and  discover  the  G-d- 
given  resources  and  latent  potentialities  that  lie  untapped 
within  us.  We  should  not  underestimate  our  roles.  When  we 
bring  hope  to  the  depressed  and  strength  to  the  weary  and 
a smile  to  the  sorely  tried,  that  is  G-d  functioning  through  us. 
We  are  all  G-d's  somebodies.  You  and  I may  never  make 
the  headlines  and  the  roles  we  play  may  seem  so  common- 
place and  undramatic,  and  yet  we  are  playing  invaluable  parts 
on  the  stage  of  life. 

The  father  working  to  earn  an  honest  livelihood;  the 
mother  caring  for  her  home  and  family;  the  Jewish  parent 
building  moral  character  in  the  personality  of  the  child;  the 
individual  practicing  charity  and  benevolence,  justice  and 
decency;  the  young  and  the  old  strengthening  the  hands  of 
our  Jewish  brethren  in  the  Holy  Land  ...  we  can  all  be  in  the 
army  of  G-d’s  “somebodies”. 

We  can’t  all  be  captains,  we’ve  got  to  be  crew, 

There’s  something  for  all  of  us  here. 

There’s  big  work  to  do  and  there’s  lesser  to  do 
And  the  task  we  must  do  is  the  near. 

If  you  can’t  be  a highway,  then  just  be  a trail 
If  you  can’t  be  the  sun,  be  a star, 

It  isn’t  by  size  that  you  win  or  you  fail  — 

Be  the  best  of  whatever  you  are  ! 

In  the  New  Year  let  us  realize  that  Almighty  needs  us 
as  His  partners.  He  needs  our  hands,  our  minds,  our  devo- 
tions and  our  commitments.

NU  B’EMET  YAFFA? 

She  was  a young  pretty  girl  at  a 
summer  Ulpan.  Her  name  was 
Yaffa  and  she  roomed  with  my 
daughter.  I visited  the  Ulpan  and 
was  welcomed  into  the  room  — 
(while  at  lunch  it  had  been  tidied 
and  was  quite  proper)  the  beds 
made,  the  clothes  folded,  the  floor 
swept  — and  there  was  the  usual 
projection  of  personality  upon  the 
walls,  the  attempt  at  being  funny 
and  sage  and  gay.  Above  the  sink 
in  the  room  was  a mirror.  It  had 
been  wiped  lightly  and  was  clean, 
too.  And  it  had  little  decorations. 
Each  occupant  obviously  had  one 
side  of  the  mirror  to  her  complete 
self.  And  on  a little  card  beneath 
where  Yaffa’s  face  would  appear, 
she  had  printed  in  large  clear 
Hebrew  letters:  "Nu  — be’emet 
Yaffa  ?”  * 

Nothing  better  illustrates  the  depth  of  meaning  of  the  days 
“ben  hamtzorim"  between  the  bounds  of  the  old  and  the  New 
Year,  and  the  inner  reckoning  we  are  taught  to  make  at  this  time 
than  those  words  on  the  mirror.  How  is  it  really  with  us,  with 
you,  with  me,  with  our  community,  with  K’lal  Yisroel  — - Nu  be' 
emet  Yaffa  ? 

It’s  so  tempting  to  beguile  oneself.  It’s  easy  to  be  persuaded 
of  one’s  own  virtue.  And  perhaps  invidious  comparisons  with 
others’  imagined  faults  and  frailties  buttress  our  sense  of  merit. 
More  than  once  we  deck  ourselves  with  supercilious  purity  and  piety 
simply  because  we  surmise  weakness  elsewhere.  Not  that  we 
really  know  others.  And  we  do  know  ourselves.  Well  enough  at 
least  to  realize  how  much  we  readily  excuse  in  ourselves  that  which 
would  cause  raised  eyebrows  if  noted  in  others  — there  is  more 
than  commentary  to  the  observation  that  “we  are  comeliest  in 
the  sight  of  God  when  we  consider  ourselves  darkly  in  our  own 
eyes”  — (Maharzu  — Mid.  Sh.Hash.  1:5)  — and,  one  might  add 
— others  enlightenedly.  And  all  of  this  is  true  not  only  of  in- 
dividuals, but  of  groups,  who,  after  all,  are  only  individuals  multi- 
plied, often  with  faults  magnified  and  rendered  socially  harmful 
many  times  over. 

Oh  for  a look  in  that  mirror  with  its  simple  and  probing  ques- 
tion — Where  would  then  be  the  vaunted  spiritual  superiority  of 
one  Synagogue  over  the  other,  of  one  religion  over  some  other 
equally  embattled,  of  one  race  over  the  less  fortunate  one.  And 
perhaps  in  a moment  of  truth  — the  real  self  might  come  to  the 
fore  — the  self  that  is  God's  creature  sincere,  unaffected,  yearning 
to  be  good  in  the  sight  of  God  and  man  — be’emet  Yaffa  truly 
decent  and  clean,  and  thus  fraternal  and  peaceful. 

May  this  Rosh  Hashanah  bring  blessing  to  our  community 
and  peace  to  the  world  — Shana  Tova  Umsuka.

Open  Health  dub  At 

Jewish  Community  Centre 


Lawrence  Slover,  chairman  of 
the  Jewish  Community  Centre’s 
Health  and  Physical  Education 
Committee  has  announced  that  the 
new  Health  Club  has  been  opened 
for  inspection  and  use. 

Prospective  members  are  invited 
to  visit  the  Health  Club  in  order 
to  familiarize  themselves  with  the 
excellent  facilities  and  services  it 
has  to  offer  to  both  men  and  wom- 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over. 

Opening  of  the  Health  Club  on 
a limited  basis  last  week  is  the 
first  step  in  a program  designed 
to  put  all  of  the  new  athletic 
facilities  into  use  in  gradual  stages. 
By  the  middle  of  October,  it  is 
expected  that  all  ages  and  both 
sexes  will  have  access  to  the  gym- 
nasium, handball  courts,  special 
exercise  room  and  showers  and 
lockers.  Membership  in  the  Cen- 
tre will  be  necessary  for  those  who 
wish  to  participate  in  the  wide 
variety  of  activities. 

Health  Club  members  will  be 
entitled  to  use  all  of  the  non-per- 
sonal services  without  additional 
charge  whenever  they  desire.  These 
are  the  dry  heat  and  wet  steam 
rooms,  sun  lamps,  separate  locker 
and  shower  rooms,  slumber  room, 
lounge,  exercise  equipment,  sheets 
and  towels.  Massage  will  be  $2.00 
per  treatment,  no  tipping,  and  by 
appointment  only.  Light  lunches 
will  be  available  by  prior  arrange- 
ment with  the  snack  bar. 


Regular  Centre  membership  will 
be  a pre-requisite  for  those  desir- 
ing to  join  the  Health  Club.  The 
privileges  and  schedule  of  fees  by 
categories  are  shown  elsewhere  in 
this  issue  of  the  Bulletin.  Limita- 
tions on  membership  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  space  factor. 

For  the  next  few  weeks,  the 
Health  Club  will  be  used  by  men 
only.  The  hours  are  11:00  a.m.  to 
2:30  p.m.  and  5:30  to  9:30  p.m. 
Monday  through  Thursday;  10:00 
a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.  Friday  and  Sun- 
day. After  the  holidays,  there  will 
be  some  morning,  afternoon  and 
evening  hours  for  women  several 
days  each  week. 

The  Centre  has  engaged  a quali- 
fied masseur  to  take  charge.  He 
is  Hjalmar  Elmberg  who  has  had 
considerable  experience  in  this 
field  in  Norway,  Sweden  and  other 
European  countries.  A masseuse 
for  the  ladies  is  also  in  the  process 
of  being  engaged.

I'VE  BEEN  ASKED...

Q — Why  are  membership  fees  necessary  in  the  new  Centre ? 

A — Let’s  use  real  estate  to  illustrate.  Those  of  you  who 
have  bought  a new  home  know  your  financial  obliga- 
tions don  t end  there.  You  have  to  run  your  home. 
First,  you  must  furnish  it;  then  there  is  light,  heat, 
maintenance  (not  to  mention  music  lessons,  ballet,  elocu- 
tion, etc.,  etc.). 

We  all  "bought”  the  Centre.  It’s  finished  now  and 
ready  to  be  occupied  and  used.  We  have  to  run  it,  pay 
interest  on  the  bank  loan,  pay  for  light,  heat,  maintenance 
and  perhaps  most  important  of  all  — hire  the  qualified 
staff  and  instructors  for  the  1001  activities  we  want 
in  “our  new  home.” 

Q — Why  didn't  we  have  a membership  tee  before? 

A — Because  we  didn’t  have  a completed  Centre  before  ! 
It’s  as  simple  as  all  that.  Our  facilities  were  limited, 
our  programs  were  limited  and  our  budget  was  limited. 
Until  now,  we  were  able  to  get  along  with  our  alloca- 
tion from  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  . . . income  from 
weddings,  bar-mitzvahs  and  meetings  . . . and  the  rentals 
which  the  Beth  Shalom  Synagogue  and  the  Talmud 
Torah  pay. 

Now  that  we  have  a great  deal  more  space  and  a fully 
completed  Centre  which  needs  additional  staff,  our 
budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  more  than  double. 
About  a quarter  of  our  new  budget  will  be  covered  by 
the  United  Jewish  Appeal;  roughly  30%  will  come 
from  rentals  of  all  kinds  — and  the  balance  or  approxi- 
mately $30,000  has  to  come  from  membership  fees. 

Q — Why  family  membership? 

A — This  is  not  an  original  idea.  Without  exception,  every 
new  Centre  built  during  the  last  fifteen  years  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada  has  adopted  a basic  family 
membership  plan.  They  have  done  so  for  two  main 
reasons.  First  they  needed  as  we  now  need  the  income 
which  is  derived  from  greater  enrolment  and  greater 
participation.  Secondly,  the  Centre  serves  the  entire 
family,  individually  and  collectively.  And,  if  I may 
employ  that  particular  failing  we  seem  to  enjoy  in 
answering  a question  with  a question  — what  better 
way  to  implement  the  “family  togetherness”  we  hear 
so  much  about  today,  than  with  a “family  membership 
plan”  ! 

Q — How  did  you  arrive  at  your  membership  rates? 

A — By  doing  a careful  study  on  rates  in  effect  in  communi- 
ties of  our  size  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
With  the  help  of  the  National  Jewish  Welfare  Board  in 
New  York  whose  experience  and  advice  has  been 
invaluable,  we  learned  that  fees  ranged  from  a low 
of  $40  per  year  per  family  to  a high  of  $125  — 
without  Health  Club  privileges.  The  figure  of  $50 
per  year  per  family  seemed  right  for  us  to  begin 
with.  Incidentally,  by  doing  some  simple  arithmetic, 
I see  that  we  must  have  between  500  and  600  families 
plus  single  people  over  18  in  order  to  balance  our  budget. 

Q — Suppose  a family  can't  afford  to  pay  the  full  fee  ? 

A — It  is  Centre  policy  that  no  family  or  individual  shall  be 
denied  membership  because  of  inability  to  pay.  Full 
and  partial  assistance  will  be  provided  where  necessary. 
All  requests  will  be  treated  in  complete  confidence.

The  university  school  year  com- 
mences shortly  and  Hillel  looks 
forward  to  its  biggest  and  best 
year.  A full  program  of  cultural 
and  social  activities  is  planned. 
There  will  be  a lecture  series 
(given  by  academic  and  non-acad- 
emic personalities)  on  topics  as 
varied  as  science,  economics  and 
religion.  Discussion  groups  will  be 
held,  at  which  the  university  stu- 
dents may  consider  and  debate 
topics  of  current  interest  in  Juda- 
ism. Onegei  Shabbat  will  be  pre- 
sented every  month,  bringing  stu- 
dents together  in  a religious  at- 
mosphere.
